Document Calculated to Delay or De- 
feat Hill Circulated by House 
Assistant Clerk. 


The sanitary committee of the House of 
| Delegates is expected to make a report on 
the garbage reduction bill at Friday night's 
meeting. 

Much interest centers about this report, 
owing to the efforts of business men and 
other citizens to have the bill passed, and 
the efforts of the majority members of the 
House, including the members of the sant- 
tary committee, against the passage of the 
dill. 

As has already been stated in the Post-

garbage contract for 13 years, and another 
emergency contract will be necessary. This 
will mean an increase in the price of re- 
ducing garbage over the present contract 
price, which itself is far in excess of the 
amount paid before the awarding of the 
present contract. 

The affiliated association of business men 
has made repeated efforts to have the bill 
| passed, but their demands have been un- 
heeded. a

THE CONDITIONS FOR REPAIRS 


American Naval Officer Will Oversee 
All Work Done on Boat While 
She Is Held. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16-—The Russian 
@uxiliary cruiser Lena will be at once 
Gismantied and placed in the custody of 
the American naval authorities at San 
_Francisco where she will remain, care- 
fully guarded, untill the close of the war. 
Her crew will be paroled, but will not be 
allowed to leave San Francisco until cn 
understanding has been reached regard- 
ing their disposition. Plans already have 
been made for quartering the Russiais at 
Angel Island, San Francisco. 

Capt. Berlinsky received word that his 
decision to disarm had been approved by 
the Russian admiralty. He at once in- 
formed Admiral Goodrich and presented 
@ written statement to the effect that as 
the Lena was unable to put to sea without 
repairs, she must disarm. He asked that 
he be allowed to make the necessary re- 
peirs after she had been disarmed. 

Un@er the conditions prescribed by the 
President the Lena is to be taken to the 


arms, aimmunition and ordnance stores = 
euch other dismantiement as is directed b 
Capt. McCulla, the commandant of the 
yard. Only the breech block of the large 
ns will be removed. After she has been 
mantled, the vessel may be removed to

If the repairs are made at a private yard 
they will be overseen by an American naval 
officer detailed for the purpose and the 
ship will remain in custody. As soon as 
the repairs are completed, she must be 
returned to the navy yard. As a formality 
Capt. Berlinsky will be required to give 
a written ntee that the Lena will 
not leave Francisco until peace has 
been restored between Russia and Japan.

Plucky Peruvian Deaf Mute Came 
Over the Andes to World’s Fair 
Expecting $15,000 Prize. 


HAD THRILLING EXPERIENCES 


Was Arrested for a Spy in Nicaragua 
—He Presents Credentials to 
World’s Fair Attache. 


Saven thousand miles on foot, from the 
rough mountains of Peru to 8t. Louis, to 
obtain an imaginary prize of $15,000, is the 
remarkable achievement of Louls G. Mad. 
rigal, a deaf mute of Callas, Peru. 

Madrigal, who is but 19 years old, com 
pleted the long and perilous trip in tw: 
years, being detaimed for a short (ime in 


Southern Mexico by a fever. 

Wearing a suit of white duck, somewhat 
worn and discolored by Many suns and 
rains, the Spanish youth arrived in 8t. 
Louis yesterday and by the aid of a paper 
pad which he carries, conveyed in halting 
English the accomplishment of his purpuse. 

In September, 1902, Madrigal read in a 
Peruvian paper that the management of 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition hai c{f- 
fered a prize of $15,000 to any pedestrian 
who should attend the Fair, covering the 
greatest distance on foot. The prize loved 
like a fortune to Madrigal, and with little 
thought of the hardships to be undergune, 
he started on the journey, leaving Callay, 
Peru. Sept. 6 of that year. 

“T'll get there an get the $15,000,”’ 
he told his parents, ‘‘and will come hack 


on a train.’’ 


Many Attested 


His Journey. 
Unable to speak a word to anyone about 
his trip, the young deafmute carried many 
books and papers which mayors of vil- 
laces, presidents of republics and United 
States comsuls signed for him, vouching 


that the young man had come into their 
town or country on foot and that he was 
walking to the World's Fair city. 
Shelter and food were given him by ma- 
ny, and often money was contributed to 
the silent walker, but at other times hun- 
ger tore his sides and only the shining 
prize of gold held the youth to his pur- 


pose. : 
In Costa Rica in December last, even his 


fondest hopes were, however, to be Dlasted. 
There he fell in with another walker bent 
upon the same errand, and to satisfy them- 


selves that there would be money for both 
they visited the American consul, who told 
the that no prize had been offered for 
was ing feats and that thelr quest was in 
vain. 

The two walkers continued on their juur- 
ney, determined at least to see the World's 
Fair and take back home their exrer- 
jences if not the coveted prize. In March 
Madrigal was taken sick with a juigle 
fever, contracted through the hardships 
and éxposure, and for several weeks te 
was ill at Oaxaca, Mexico, while his cvum- 
panfon, Reginald Walcott, continued his 
journey, arriving in St. Louis July 25. 

Renewing his walk with added vigor 
after his recovery, Madrigal covered the 
distance between the City of Mexico and 
St. Louis, 3300 miles, In four and one-half 
months. The other half of the Joufney, 
through the steep Andes, across the Isth- 
mus of Panama and over mahy miles of 
mountainous country; consumed a year and 


one-half. 
The lad made the remarkable record of 
approximately 25 miles per day, or 175 


miles per week. Through the States walk- 
ing was easy, he said, and he was only 
detained by frequent rafns. 


Presented Letter 


to Mexican Attache. 

The youth has a letter from Mexican 
officials addressed to Julio Poulat, attache 
of the Mexican commission at the Fair, 
which he presented today. 

Madrigal writes Spanish fluéntly, and has 
a little Knowledge of English. To a Span- 
ish interpreter he wrote that he did not 
feel tired after his two years’ journey, but 
that he would go back on a train if he 
could get the money. 

“I wanted the prize that I thought was 
being offered,” he wrote, “but will now 
stay and see the Fair.’’ 

The youth is courageous and determined. 
and exhibits an extraordinary moral cour- 
age. He tells of his experiences on his 
trip and pays that on one occasion he was 
in imminent peril of being shot to death as 
a revolutionary spy in Nicaragua. He final- 
ly convinced the officials, however, that 
he was a d@af mute, traveling on foot to 
the distant orld's Fair city, and he was 
released.

Investigators of the Kaiser's Realm 
Welcomed by President Francis 
and Mayor Wells. 


The two days’ session of the Germanic 
Congress opened this morning at 10 o'clock 
in the Hall of Congresses at the World's 
Fair. The first session consisted only of 
opening and welcoming addresses, while 
this afternoon a number of papers will be 
read. 

The Germanic Congress was organized 
for the purpose of stimulating discussion of 
the history, language and literature, and 
advancing the interests of all German- 
speaking people. The congress will be in 
session only two days, closing Saturday 
night with a reception to the delegates 
at the German national pavilion. 

The addresses of welcome were made 
by President Francis on behalf of the Ex- 
position and Mayor Rolla :-ells on behalf 
of the city. The reply, which was in the 
nature of an address opening the Con-

~TELECTRICAL UNIT 


American and English Delegates to 


WORRIES WIZARDS 


International Congress Have Ex- 
ceedingly Small Difference. 


IT’S JUST 1-100TH OF A UNIT 


Former Want One Standard of Meas- 
urement Adopted While Latter 
Want Another. 


Several interesting lectures are sched- 
uled to take place at today's sessions of 
the various sections of international elec- 
trical congress, chief among which will be 
oné on radium by Prof. E. Rutherford, a 
noted experimenter and authority on Tra- 
dium and radio-activity of metals. This 
lecture was delivered before section A this 
morning, and was attentively heard by a 
large attendance of the delegates. 

All lectures delivered were upon elec- 
trical scientific subjects, and each brought 
out “explanations of years of research in 
different fields along special lines. 

The principal work of this congress is 
an effort to obtain a world’s standard of 
Official electrical measurement. A step in 
this direction has been made here by the 
adoption of a resolution recommending the 
creation of an international commission, 
the vobject bemg to determine upon one 
measurement for ail countries, the work of 
the commission to be adopted by the laws 
of the countries interested. 

The principal difficulty encountered s80 
far is the difference between the wishes of 
the American and the English delegates. 
The Americans favor the adoption of the 
Weston cell as the unit of measurement, 
contending that it-is nearer perfection than 
the Clark cell, which is favored by the 
English delegates. The difference is 1-100th 
part of a ypit. 

The slight superiority or the Weston cell 
is admitted by the English delegates, but 
they hold that no change should be made 
in the present standard until a nearer de- 


gree of perfection is obtained, and hold 
that the matter of establishing an inter- 
national measurement should be postponed 
until the result of further electrical re- 
search is made known.

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HAULING DOWN THE FLAG. 

A noticeable feature of President Roosevelt’s plausible let- 
ter of acceptance is its striking evidence of the rapid develop- 
ment under the influence of political ambition of his streak of 
demagugy- His reference to the Democratic intention of haul- 
ing down the flag in the Philippines as they once hauled it 
down in Hawaii is a striking illustration of this growth.

THE DEMOCRATIC OPPORTUNITY. 


The nomination of Mr. Higgins by the Republican state convention has encour- 
aged Mr. Hill to press Mr. Stanchfield for a similar honor upon the Democratic side. 
It is urged that a Republican ticket headed by a respectable mediocrity renders it 
unneces@ary to seek the strongest possible candidate in opposition to him. 

This is the same kind of selfishness and stupidity that led Mr. Hill to nominate 
Coler when the party needed, wanted and would surely have elected Parker, two 
years ago. The true policy. of course, Is to offer a sharp contrast, a completo anti- 
thesis, a marked superiority to the Republican machine-matie and mediocre candidate. 

If the New York Democracy has a Folk, fearless, honest, a vigorous prosecutor 
of corruption, a foe of rings, a terror to thieves, this is its opportunity. Such a man 
could go to Albany with the Uattle joy in his heart to @ght against the manifold 
abuses that have crept in during the too long lease of power in the hands of a eins 
ticlan governor and a corrupt legislature. 

It might prove that among the availabilities the strongest candidate would be 
geome just judge who from the bench had let slip no chance for scoring fraud, of flay- 
ing “ring” chicanery and of upholding public rights. Such a man is Chief Judge 
Edgar M. Cullen, who checked McKane’s lawless career, who called down the power 
of the law upon Brooklyn's boodling aldermen. who rebuked Maynard's theft of the 
Dutchess County returns.

LITTLE BULLETS 
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Astonishing Recoveries From the Eff ect of Gunshot Wounds in the Man- 
churian Campaign—Wou nds Once Considered Mor- 
tal Heal Rapidly. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
London ‘Telegraph gives some astonishing 
accounts of the effect of the Japanese bul- 
leis as shown by the condition of the 
Russian wounded. 

The Japanese have merited wel] of their 
enemies, he says, for their humanity in 
dealing death on the battlefield Their 
bullets, say the Russian surgeons, are, if 
not precisely harmiess, at least the next 
best thing to that—they form the mildest 
kind of missile that has ever yet been 
hurled from a rifle. One of the conse- 
quences is that a number of wounds which 
were formerly mortal are now healed and 
forgotten in a few days. Another is that 
the number of Russians who quit the 
hospital for the battlefield is greater than 
was ever witnessed in any war before, 
Blessings on the little Japs for their tiny 
little bullets, say the Cossacks and Cau- 
casions. 

“In the sanitary train we have astound- 
ing cases of wounds healed,” writes a eur- 
geon; ‘“‘the character of the hurts sur- 
prises us, and as for the rapidity with 
which the soldier recovers, well, it is hard 
to ask any one to believe it who has not 
actually seen it. 

“Wounds caused by bullets which enter 
the chest and go out through the back 
are of frequent occurrence. The patients 
recover rapidiy. Take, for instance, Pri- 
vate Kurtoff, of the Third East Siberian 
Rifles. He was shot at Wafangkow on 
June 16. The bullets entered his lungs. 
For less than ten days blood was detected 
in his saliva, but @oon all symptoms had 
gone, the wounds were cicatriced, and the 
brave warrior is himself once more and 
back on the field as active as ever. Pri- 
vate Kuless had a hole made in his liver, 
but he, too, has already begun to forget 
that he ever had a wound there. On the 
same battlefield a private of the Thirty- 
fourth Fast Siberian Regiment named Bul- 
gakoff received a mild Japanese bullet, 
which passed through one of his lungs and 
his diaphram, injured his liver and went 


out at the spinal column. He was picked 


either for bread or pastry. 
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up, cared for and cured, and now he is 
on his way to Russia to take a rest. 

‘“Vilkovitch is the name of a soldier of the 
Third East Siberian regiment who has had 
& wonderful experience to look back upon. 
His bullet found its billet when he was lvy- 
ing behind the intrenchments at Wafang- 
| kow on June 15, It cut its way through his 
, Shoulder between the collar-bone and the 
shoulder-blade, passed through his lunes. 
penetrated the diaphragm and the abdo- 
men, damaged the intestines and went out. 
The soldier was a fortnight under treat- 
ment and is now on the warpath 
more.** 

A medical investigator called upon a 
captain who had been in the thick of the 
fight and had lost all his younger officers 
non-commissioned officers and 140 privates. 
between May 31 and July 15, and asked him 
for information. 

“I am lost in wonder,”’ he remarked to 
the captain, “at, the miraculous way in 
which our fellows rise from the dead, as it 
were. They recover from wounds which 
are officially mortal. Now I want yoy to 
tell me, are these exceptional cases that 1 
have been studying, or have you anything 
like them?”’ 

“The Japs fire accurately” was fhe an- 
swer; “‘they often hit our men in the head. 
but when the bullets pass clean through 
many of the men get well.”’ 

“Curious. Well, and how do thev fare 
when the bullet strikes them in the abdo- 
men? You know a hurt in the peritoneum 
almost infallibly brings on peritonitis and 
death. And yet we are transporting men 
who were wore wounded in that very re- 
gion and are now hale and hearty.” 

“I suppose that means only that they 
were wounded while they had been long 
fasting... If a man gets a bullet In the 
peritoneum on a full stomach he -vyill 
probably not live to enjoy many more 
meals. Anyhow, I can tell you that who- 
ever gets one of our bullets either in the 
abdomen or the head won't worry much 
in this vale of tears.”

AGAINST SALOONS 


Ministers Advised That by Such Cam- 
paign Alone Can Battle 
Be Won. 


STRAIGHT CONTEST UNPOPULAR 


Alienates Business Men in Church 
Who Have Business Inter- 
ests at Stake. 


SIOUX CITY, Io., Bept 11.—"We must 
work indirectly in fighting the whisky fel- 
lows and not come into contact with the 
bad element, 
the Anti-Saloon League,”’ said Assistant 
Superintendent ‘G@= R. Malone of the State 
Anti-Saloon League, speaking to a number 
of Sioux City ministere at a special meet- 
ing of the ministerial association. 

His addreas to the ministers may result 
in the reorganization of the Ant!-Saloon 
League, with different methods of work 
from those used by the old league, and 
which brought it into disfavor with Sioux 
City people, 

“If we have our detectives and attorneys 

the iaw all the time, we are an- 
g the liquor people and our best 


erests are exposed to the violence 

nder element, which threatens ar- 

boycott. There is no danger of 

and murders if we work indi- 

and make county attorneys and 

sheriffs find the men who violate the laws. 

Along this line we can work and meet 

with success, though it will take several 

years,” said the league worker, in the 
course of his address. 

Mr. Malone talked confidentially for overt 
an hour with the ministers, and at the 
close of his address a number of them 
threw their churches open to his speakers 
and volunteered their assistance. Others 
were frank and told him the Anti-Saloon 
League was in such disfavor in Sioux 
City that it would be with some difficulty 
that a footing would again be secured. 

According to the plan outlined by the 
aswistan: superintendent, he proposes tp 
organize Woodbury County into a civic fed- 
eration or anti-saloon league. It is on 
the plan the temperance people in Ohio 
wark. He will furnish speakers to deliver 
addresses in every church in the county 
and then hold a county convention of tem- 
perance workers. To call the convention 
he proposes to secure the names of 100 
Christian business men who will sign the 
call and give the movement some strength 
at the start. After this convention the 
league will hold an anti-saloon Sunday in 
Sioux City and every church in the city 
will be supplied with speakers from the 
state organization, who will speak on the 
anti-saloon league work. 

Thus the matter will first be brought 
before the people. The.workers will then 
secure superintendents for every township 
and ward in the county and open their agti- 
tation department. Each minister will be 
asked to deliver four addresses each year 
under the direction of these superintend- 
ents and at such places as the superintend- 
ent may arrange. The work will be kept 
stirred up by this department, while the 
legislative department will be képt bury 
with the legislation and voters, in the inter- 
est of bills restricting liquor sales. 

The departmen* of law enforcement will 
turn its attention to law breakers and 
prosecutsa them. Mr. Malone stated that 
if the work of the league progressed satis- 


factorily in the next three years, it would 
be impossible to get a mulct te pp in the 
state, as a great many had to secure 
them this year after the Gaauk had put 
its pegs In. 

Aiready nineteen counties are thoroughly 
organized, and it is the desire of the state 
league to organize Woodbury county next 
and make it a part of a gigantic, quietly 
working machine, which may not be known 
as ani anti-saloon page but will stand for 
Christian citizenship and work to get men 
in office who will do ‘their duty.

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AGE IS TELLING ON 
THE UGLY PRINCESS 


She Who Ruled Fashions and Made 
Worth Famous Pays Paris 
Her Last Visit.

PARIS, Sept. 16.—The recent visit of Prin- 

cess Metternich of Austria to Paris seems 
likely to be her last, far Parisians could 
not help observing that age (she is 63) is 
telling on her. 

But Paris is not so ungrateful as ta forget 
the princess’ triumphs in the last dads of 
the empire under Napoleon III, when her 
husband was Austria's ambassador flere 
Nor it is any more likely to forget her 
whims or her wit. <a 

Who of those who lived in the eventful 
reign of Napoleon III could forget that it 


was Princess Metternich who set the fash- 
ions in Paris? Indeed, it wag she who 
mado Worth famous. He was but an ob- 
scure dressmaker when the most noted 


women in Paris of the time adopted him. 
Being the supreme ruler of fashion, the 


: 


princess carried all of her daring fancies 
in costumes to Worth, and then let it be 
understood that all of her friends must 
follow suit unless they wanted to be out 
of the fashion, 

The word “daring” is used advisedly in 
this case, for no other word can so well ex- 


press the styles she set. But, extreme as 
was her taste in costumes, Parisians had 
to acknowledge that she wore them with a 
grace and regality that no woman of the 
time could successfully imitate. 

Another event in her career, quite as well 
fixed in memory, was her championship 
of Wagner in the face of the most bitter 
opposition to the Emperor, himself as wel! 
as the entire city. She declared that Paris 
must keep pace with the rest of the world 
and swallow Wagner, no matter how bitter 
the pill. The result was that ‘““Tannhauser’”’ 
was produced. z

GUESTS TURNED ASSASSINS 


Tried to Murder, Rob and Burn Aged 
Negro Who Gave Them 


Shelter and Food. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. .c.-Details 
of a plantation tragedy, in which a faith- 
ful negro was nearly killed, his house 
burned and his watch and money stolen, 
were brought to this city last evening by 
three negroes from the George Templeton 
place, about 18 miles from Little Rock. 

Two negroes have been arrested for the 
crime aud committed to the county jail 
to await action by the grandjury. They 
are George Venson and Walter Cole of 
Scotts Crossing, which is nearly seven 
miles distant from the Templeton planta- 
tion. They were brought here by Dan 

adley, a negro who was specially depu- 
tized for the occasion. 

Andrew Pitworth is the name of the 
aged darky who was the victim of the 
assault which will probably end his life. 

About 12 o’clock Friday night Pitworth 
was visited at his little home on the Tem- 
pleton lands by two young negroes, who 
asked to be given something to eat and a 
room for the night. They were extended 
fhe hospitality, and a half hour or so after 
midnight the old man went to bed. From 
that time on he has not able to give any 
account of what happened. His sky!) is 
fractured in two places at the base, and 
there are other bruises and contusions on 
bis head. He appears to have been struck 
two or three times with a hammer or 
hatchet 

His guesta came for his money. After 
taking the old man’s watch and what 
change they could find they set fire to the 
house. Before doing this they evidentl 
had a struggle with him, or else struck 
him to make certain that he would give no 
trouble while they were searching the 
house. In a short time the little hut was 
ablaze. The heat seemed to arouse the 
half killed man.

Since 1890 No Negroes Have Been 
Drawn to Hear Cases in 

the State.

VICKSBURG, Miss., Sept. .¢—The 
request ever made by a representative of 


the negro race in Mississippi to serve on a 
jury in any county in the state, has been 
made at Vicksburg by W. E. Miollison, who 
appeared before the board of supervisors 
of Warren County and asked that the 
board place the names of a number of 
negroes on the jury lists. The board took 
the matter under advisement.
